AN" ACT ' 

To Amend the Scale of Fees charged for the 
Entrance and Clearance of Vessels: Licenses 
to Scows, Boats and other Craft: and Dues 
for Landing Permits, as well as other matters 
relating to the same, in the Port of Victoria, 
including Esquimalt. * 
~tT7"HEKEAS it is expedient to amend the neulo 
\V of fees charged for the Entrance and Clear- 
ance of Vessels into the Port of Victoria and Esqui- 
malt; for the Licences to Scows, Boats and other 
Craft plying in the said Port; and of Landing 
Permits. 

Be, it enacted by the Governor, on Her Majesty's 
behalf, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Legislative Council and Assembly of Vancouver 
Island and its Dependencies, 
Kllearanceand Entrance Fees in the SdiidtileA to be 
Levied from the passage of this Act. 

I. That from and after the passage of '.his Act, 
there shall he raised, levied, collected and paid to 
the Harbor-Master of Victoria, to and for the use 
of Her Majesty, Her Heirs and Successors, in lieu 
of the charges heretofore made, in respect of the 
charges aforesaid, the Scale of Fees, upon Vessels 
Entering, or Departing from the Harbor of Victoria 
or Esquimalt. in Schedule A, to this Act annexed. 

Coasters \ngy take out a Licence. 

II. All Vessels whilst employed exclusively in 
the Coasting or Carrying Trade between places 
within this Colony and either of the aforesaid Har- 
bors, shall be exempt from the charges for Entrance 
anil Clearance aforesaid ; but the Masters of such 
Vessels shall report themselves to the Harbor- 
Master of Victoria Harbor, whenever such Vessels 
shall enter or depart from either of the said Harbors; 
arid such Vessels as last aforesaid shall be liable to 
the Lioenoes mentioned in Schedule 1!, hereunto 
annexed. 

Licences on Srotcs and. Small Crajt. 

III. There shall be charged upon Scows and other 
Craft employed in unlading Ships, or carrying goods 
or passengers between the Harbors of Victoria and 
Esquimalt, or vice versa, or plying in either of the 
said Harbors, the Licences mentioned in Schedule I 
C, to this Act annexed. 

Penally for Carrying Passengers or Goods without 
License'. 

IV. Any Vessel or daft carrying Goods or Pas- 
sengers as aforesaid, or being employed in the 
Coasting Trade as aforesaid, without having paid 
the necessary License, shall be liable to confisca- 
tion. 

. Permit to be obtained before Landing. 

V. No Goods oth.er than the produce of the Col- 
ony, and passengers' luggage, shall he landed from 
any Vessel in Victoria or Esquimalt, until the same 
and the value thereof shall have been first reported 
to the Harbor-Master of Victoria, and the permit to 
land the same shall have been received from the 
said Harbor-Master, or his Deputy or Depbt es, and 
there shall be charged and paid for such Lauding 
Permit the sum mentioned in Schedule D, to this 
Act annexed. 

Penally of Landing witJioul Permit. 

VI. Any person landing any Goods, save as afore- 
said, shall be liable to a fine of not more than Fitly 



Pounds (£50), to bo recovered by a summary pro 
cess before any Justice of the Peace; and in default 
of payment to imprisonment, with or without hard 
labor, for a period not exceeding one month, and 
the Good* so landed may bo confiscated to the use 
of Her Majesty, Her Heirs and Successors. 
Appropriation of Amounts Payable. 

VII. The sums arising from all the above sources 
shall be paid into the Treasury of Vancouver Island, 
and carried to a separate fund, to bo called " The 
Harbor Fund." 

Short Title. 

VIII. This Act may be cited as "'The Victoria 
and Esquimalt Harbor Dues Act, 1860."

IV. A Cistern shall be constructed at the junction 
ten I of Yates mid Government streets, and the expense 

shall be included in the moneys devoted to the 
opening and macadamizing the communications on 
Government Street, between Jo..nson and Pandora 
streets. 

V. The Executive shall advertiso for the per- 
formance of the work to be clone, or material to be 



some newspaper or newspapers published in the 
Colony, asking for tenders lor the same, and the. 
lowest reliable tender shall fie accepted. The 
contracts shall be as well for making the improve- 
ments aforesaid as for keeping permanent improve- 
ments, made under the provisions of this Act, in 
repair, lor a space of six months from the acceptance 
of the contract w,,rk. 

VI. The Executive shall not expend or incur a 
liability f ir more than £2,000 in the whole, for the 
purposes of this Act. 

VII. There shall be levied and collected a rate 
equivalent to Qve-eiehths of one per cent, upon the 
market value of all Ileal Estate, si'.nate within the 
Electoral Limits of the Town of Victoria. 

VIII. The said rate shall be levied at the same 
time, and in the same manner, as the tax imposed 
by "The Ileal Estate Tax Act. 18G0." 

IX. The term " Real Estate," shall include all 
buildings, whether moveable or immoveable, 
erected on the land, and shall not include any 
property excepted from the provisions of the said 
•' Heal Estate Tax Act, 1800." 

X. The said tax when collected shall be pnid into 
the Treasury, and shall constitute a Special Fund, 
to be called the Victoria Street Fund." 

XI. The Treasurer is hereby empowered to 
borrow the said sum of £2,000 upon the security of 
the "Victoria Street Fund." 

XII. The Treasurer shall borrow the said sum in 
such sums and from such times as may bo found 
convenient; The moneys borrowed shall bo 
repayable on the 31st day of May, A. D. 1861, at 
latest. Provided, that all moneys shall be borrowed 
at the lowest rale of interest at which the same can 
be obtained. 

XIII. The "Victoria Street Fund" shall bo 
specifically devoted to the purposes of this Act. 

XIV. The Treasurer shall issue a certificate to 
every person advancing any part of the said sum 
of £2,000, in the Form A. in the Schedule hereto 
contained.

Exploring Expedition. 

Wo umlur.-fiiiiid ihnt one of our prominent 
residents has »ubmit,ted a plan to tlitf Im- 
perial Government lor a complete explora- 
tion of this island. Il IS said to have been 
well received ; but no conclu-ions had been 
arrived al in respect lo pulling the plan in 
Operation at last advices. The plan was 
simply lo form two exploring parlies, and 
eaoh party lo be divided into two — a lai d 
and a waier party ; one exploring party to 
lake the West Coast in one of Her .Majesty 'a 
steamships, and the other, with one of H. M. 
gunboats, lo pass up the east or Gulf of Geor- 
gia siJe of Iho island. Both exploring parties 
would be expected to commence work al 
the same lime, on the same parallel, on op- 
posite sidi-s of the island. The water paities 
would survey the coasts, ami ttie land par- 
lies work towards each other till they met 
in the centre of the island, so far as it may 
be practicable. Then when they met. go 
north ten, fifteen or twenty miles, as may 
be decided on, and both again start for the 
opposite coasts to meet Ihe water parties. 
And thus, with intervals of ten or more 
miles apart, explore the whole island from 
north to south. In connection with each 
laud party there would bo a staff of natural- 
ists, and some practical miners to prospect 
the country; and when the island had been 
explored, publish a full report, giving a 
thorough topographical description of the 
country 



live. The reasons are obvious: The Vic- 
toria dealer has rent, clerk-hire, insurance, 
and a heavy license to pay ; while the 
Oregonian has neither iho one nor the other. 
As soon as the boat touches the dock 
ho is to bo found on Wharf street offering 
his goods greatly below the market rates, and 
is generally protty certain to find a customer 
before the vessel is ready to discharge. 
Having secured his pay, back ho goes to 
Portland, and tho next ten days finds him 
on board again with very likely a much 
heavier supply. The evils resulting from 
the immunity from taxation (either or in- 
direct) that he enjoys are manifold. He 
not only undersells iho Victoria traders, but 
ho breaks down tho market, and thereby 
injures the bona fide merchant, and in a corres- 
ponding degree re tardea tho progress of our 
town. In order to ascertain tho amount 
of protection afforded our merchants, we havo 
turned to the Trades' License Act, 1800, 
and find that any person u sio^ any business 
or occupation specified in the Act, without 
having taken out a license, shall be liable lo 
a penalty of not more than £50, to bo re- 
covered in a summary way before any jus- 
tice of the peace. The fact that Iho law has 
not been enforced towards the Oregon 
trailers, shows that tho authorities have not 
attended to their duty under the Act, and 
we now direct their attention to the growing 
evil. It is high lime to check it ; and the 
merchants themselves (if the authorities will 
not take the initiatory steps towards putting 
an end to iho illegal traffic) should combine 
and enter a complaint against the first per- 
son detected in tho act of violating the law. 
An example once made, there would be no 
occasion for future complaints in the same 
regard. So long as uur merchants pay taxes 
for tho privilege of trading, they should be

A coast 
survey w.mld make known the entire fish- 
ing, luiiibei in^, agricultural and mineral 
resouices of iho coast ; whilst the land party 
would make a corresponding report on the 
interior of Iho island. With reliable infor- 
mation such us a topographical survey would 
furnish, it would be one of the best settlers' 
guides to the Coiony which it would he 
possible to provide lor a considerable serie- 
of years. Besides, it would show at once 
to capitalists tho localities where they could 
invest money in ship-building, lumbering, 
fishui", or in oo.il or copper mines. 

We see no good reason why the Imperial 
Government should throw any obstacle in 
the way of organizing such an expedition. 
Some of Her Majesty's vessels on tins sta- 
tion mit'lit be well employed on such n ser- 
vice. In faet, wo think, the advantage* 
nationally, scientifically, and for the Colony, 
would be far greater than anything they 
ca'i do by floating in and out of Esquimalt 
harbor occasionally. If the Imperial Gov- 
ernment would not bear tho whole expense 
of interior exploration, there is not mitch 
doubt but the nautical coasi survey, whioh 
is now going on ui her expense could be 
effected at the same time. Or, if that were 
not p.issihle. suitable voxels lor the coast 
exploring lleet could he deuiled for tho 
service. With what lid oould 1"' obtained
